“Gen. Santibanez entered the ranks 
of the Constitutionalist army at the 
close of the Huerta regime. He suc- 
ceeded in gaining the confidence of 
Gen. Jesus Carranza, who supplied him 
with troons and munitions of war and 
finally succeeded in having him named 


of Tehuantepec. 

“Gen. Carranza was totally unaware 
of the defection of Santibanez when 
he approached San Geronimo and was 
so certain of his loyalty that he was 
traveling with but the lightest of es- 


corts. 

“The first chief has received word 
from Santibanez that if he will sanc- 
tion some unknown arrangement 
claimed to have been made between 
Santibanez and Gen. Jesus 
and will pardon his treachery and allow 
him to retain his military office, he 
will release Gen. Carranza and his two 
relatives. He makes the threat that 
unless his conditions are met he will 
execute Gen. Jesus Carranza and his 
son and nephew. 

“Carranza’s reply feelingly dictated 
was: ‘Such traitorous conduct can 
receive no pardon. If my brother's 
death is a necessary step towards the 
triumph of our principles and the es- 
tablishment of peace, I am willing 
that he die. And I know that with 
the feelings of true soldier, 
brother will be willing to 
life for-his country.’ | 

‘The first chief as soon as he was 
aware of the plight of Gen. Carranza 
ordered troops to the isthmus. This 
morning they routed Santibanez’s 
column: near San Geronimo and the 
traitor with 150 men fied to the town 
of Chihuitan in the mountains of

The Acme Harvesting Machine 
Company, another big Peoria concern, 
is preparing its plant for the opening 
of business. The Acme company em- 
ploys 1000 men. The Keystone Steel 
and Wire Company, which was partly 
shut down during the dull season, re- 
employed 1000 men. 

The Western Wheeled Scraper Com- 
pany of Aurora put 400 men to work 
on a ten-hour day and announced that 
a more would be taken on ina few 


ys. 

In Chicago the Rathbone Sard Stove 
works reopened with a force of 600 
employees. The Lyon Metallic Com- 
pany announced that all its old work- 
ers were being mn back. The 
Aurora cotton mills fe-employed 500 
men who had been laid off for three 


this months. More than a dozen Chicago 


factories also opened with full forces. 

Several hundred men were also put 
at work this morning in the ice field 
at high wages. About 170 men out 
of the 1000 who reported for work 
at the plant of the Kokomo Steel and 
Wire Company thf morning refused 
to go to work when the officials of 
the company posted a notice that there 
would be a ten per cent. decrease in the 
wages paid in the wire drawing and 
rod rolling departments, in which they 
were employed. 

The reason assigned for the cut was 
that the companv was not able to 
compete with othe: !ndependent con- 
cerns while paying present scale 


of wages, The departments affected 
employed skilled labor and good wages 
are paid. Officials of the company 


and representatives of the strikers 
have been in conference all day with- 
out reaching an agreement. The men 
eipect favorable arrangements to be 
made within a short time. There 
Was no disorder at the plant today. 

Aside from the labor unions the 
general feeling is that the employees 
are showing very bad taste in refus- 
ing to accept the slight reduction. 
Inasmuch as the company is doing 
the best it can to provide work for 
as many men as possible at 
wages. 

The suggestion came from Canada 
today that if Chicago had any idle 
factory shat could be employed in 
manufacturing woolen biankets it 
would be assured of an immense 
British order for spot cash as an in- 
centive to open for business. 

The plant of Horn Bros., of Lind- 
say, Ont, manufacturers of woolen 


goods, was destroyed by fire last 
week. Their lalty was a hich- 
grade line of blankets for domestic 


use. They were working at the time 
on very heavy orders for the British 
military authorities. The machinery 
destroyed was largely of English and 
German make. 

Horn Bros. would like to import 
machinery or they ‘would be willing 
to turn the order over to a Chicago 
manufacturer who could provide ma- 
chinery to rush the: manufacture of 
the blankets.

out. 1 believe this ls needed by the 
citrus fruit growers more than any 
other things. Poor prices result when 
poor fruit is shipped, 

“Another thing I will work for Is a 
reimbursement to the county of the 
money taken by ‘Amendment No. 1.” 
I am eure we can establish the jus- 
tice of our claim. The county should 
not lose under the operation of the 
amendment and M justice is done the 
county will be reimbursed.

PASSPORT FRATDS CASE. 
New York Lawver is Held under 


Deiches, a New York lawyer, arrested 
in Philadelphia Saturday, was ar- 
raigned here today on a charge of 
conspiring, to defrau govern- 
ment in connection th the issuance 
of fraudulent passports. He was re- 
leased in $5000 bail for a hearing on 
January 11. 

Deiches is one of eleven defendants 
and material witnesses artested by 
the Department of Justice agents in 
an effort to break up an alleged con- 
spiracy to furnish German army offi- 
cers and reservists with American 
passports which would enable- them 
to return to Germany from this coun- 
try without danger of molestation by 
French and Enelish authorities. 

Counsel for Carl Ruroed, one of the 
defendants arrested in New York Sat- 
urday, late today made application 
before United States Commissioner 
Houghton for a reduction of the 
client’s bail of $20,000, in default of 
which he has been held in the Tombs. 
The application w refused. Judge 
Hand of the Federal Court then grant- 
ed a writ of habeas corpus for the ap- 
pearance of Auroed before him tomor- 
row, when the court will hear argu- 
ments on the reduction of bail. 

All the complaints in the case have 
purposely been made indefinite, the 
only overt act alleged being that 
Ruroed, for purposes of conspiracy, 
met John Aucher on a particular date, 
Aucher, arrested Saturday as ai as- 
sociate of Ruroed, has also been held 
in $20,000 bail.

MENACE TO LIFE. 


“While the ‘jitney’ bus has just as 
much right on the streets as other 
vehicles,” said George P. Adams, rep- 
resenting petitioning bankers and 
business men, “a condition has arisen 
where there must be some restriction. 
They have brought an increased dan- 
ger to passengers and other people. 
Life in Los Angeles has become a suc- 
cession of dodges and two-steps.” Mr. 
Adams said that the streets are badly 
crowded and suggested es a possible 
remedy that the busses be kept off the 
most congested streets in the business 
district. He then raised the question 
of responsibility, saying that when a 


person from a street car company it 
can be collected. He advocated that 
indemnity bonds or insurance be re- 
quired. 

Percy H. Clark, for the Realty 
Board, told of the early days in Los 
Angeles ‘when the residence districts 
were sparsely settied and their resi- 
dents served by horse cars. It has 
been a series of evolutions,” he said. 
The horse cars went to make way for 
the cable cars. The cable cars were 
supplantgd by the electric lines. The 
dave of stage coaches have gone.

G. A. Pritchard, one of a committee 
of fifteen street car employees, repre- 
senting a petition with nearly 2500 
Sighatures, protested against the un- 
restricted use of tney“ busses. He 
said the liveli ef thousands of 
men is threatened. Mr. Pritchard and 
other car platform men made these 
specific charges against bus drivers: 
That they go by moving street cars 
at a rapid rate; that they crowd be- 
tween curb and car so closely as to 
prevent passengers from entering or 
leaving; that they run so close to the 
back steps of cars that passengers 
cannot alight. 

— a storm of hoots and catcalis 
from “jitney” men, Mr. Pritchard con- 
cluded by saying, “The only man they 
benefit is the chronic grumbler, who 
is now riding downtown on a running- 
board, the edge of a door or wedged 
three deep into a seat.” 

W. A. Hagan, representing the Auto 
Bus Owners’ and Operators’ Associa- 
tion, with about 600 members, out- 
lined the position of that association 
Clearly. Starting out by saying that 
traffic conditions need regulating, he 
he and his associates 
are in favor of regulation and are will- 
ing to co-operate with the Council in 
determining what restrictions will be 
effective and fair. He submitted the 
following recommendations: 


That the city ordinances

censes to pass a written examination 
covering thorough knowledge of traffic 
regulations and a practical examina- 
tion or test. The latter test to be 
made in congested streets under the 
eve of an experienced, competent 
driver, to determine the applicant's 
ability to handle his car; that the ex- 
aminations shall be conducted by the 
traffic bureau of the police depart- 
ment and one man to be selected by 
that bureau from a list of names sub- 
mitted by the association. 

That the number of passengers in 
the front section of the autos be lim- 
ited to those who can be seated and 
that no passenger be permitted to ride 
on the running board far enough for- 
ward to interfere with the driver. Mr. 
Hagan declared that the overloading 
problem will take care of itself, and 
that y as the novelty wears off 
people are refusing to ride in crowded 
cars. 


Mr. Hagan said that his association 
is planning to cover the cars of its 
members with an indemnity bond and 
is making that recommendation to its 
members. Legislation requiring such 
a bond, however, he said would be op- 
posed, and added that in his opinton 
such requirement cannot be legally 
made. 

The association, he said, regards the 
present license fee of $60 a year to be 
excessive and recommends that it be 
reduced to $12-a year, payable annua!- 
ly. Mr. Hagan, before the close of 
the meeting, said that in addition to 
these recommendations the associa- 
tion would like time to consider other 
suggestions made in the meeting and 
possibly include some of them in its

Old Dame Nature is a sly minx. What 
a puckish delight she takes in making us 
pay for our luxuries—right up to the hilt 
in mind, body and estate. 

Particular y the luxury of comfort The 
indomitable old tyrant has ordained that 
we can't be both comfortable and healthy, 
not if she knows it. Painful evidence to 
this end has been accumulating for cen- 
turies. 

Take the latest instance of Lord Kitch- 
ener’s embryo warriors. As the recruits 
arrive from all parts of the British Em- 
pire they are drafted to the camps on Sal- 
isbury Plain for a final few weeks of train- 
ing before they go to the front. At first 
they were all under canvas, thin, frivolous, 
irresponsible canvas that made no sort of 
defense against the British climate, just 
let it do its darnedest.

Baseball Draws Heaviest and Football is Next—152,- 
000 Played Football in United States During Ten- 
week Season—Racing of All Kinds and Golf Have 
Large Followings—Estimate Conservative.

EW YORK, Jan. 3-—That 25.000. 
000 spectators witnessed amateur 
and professional sports in this 
country during the past twelve months 
is sufficient foundation for the oft- 


petitions. These astonishing attend- 
ance figures, equal to approximately 
one-quarter of the total population of 
the United States, are not the result 
of haphazard guessing. The attend- 
ance at all forms of sports contests 
was recently the subject of discussion 
among a group of writers and experts

ures were fixed upon as being com- 

paratively accurate and conservative. 
REAL MONEY. 

In the main these 25,000,000 repre- 
sent paid admissions, but not entirely 
since in certain sports the paid at- 
tendance forms but a small percentage 
of the total assemblage of spectators. 
In some cases the figures are official or 
semi-official, while in others they are 
the result of careful — gath- 
ered from club 
reports and estimates made et those 
qualified to gauge the size and number 
of large crowds.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Jan. 4. 
-~Advices received here by local 
agents of the East Asiatic Company 
State that the Danish motorship 
Malakka, which went ashore on Ce- 
dros Island over two weeks ago, will 
be a total loss. 

A few days ago there seemed to be 
a good chance of saving the ship, but 
heavy weather developed on New 
Year’s Day, the lines parted and the 
Malakka swung stern on to the rocks 
and ground like a pivot on the crag 
which had pierced the forward hold. 
When the American-Hawaiian steam- 
er Arizonan left the motorship a few 
Gays after she went aground she was 
im a cove. protected in ordinary 
weather. 

The wrecking steamer Iaqua, sent 
to assist in saving the vessel, barely 
had time to take off the crew when 
the big motorship began to pound 
heavily. It is belleved that some of 
the cargo may yet be saved and that 
the vessel can be stripped of valuable 
gear. The Malakka is valued at 
$400,000 and the cargo at $600,000. 
She is one of four motorships of the 
Diesel type that been in port 
here. 

PILOTAGE CONTROVERSY. 

A controversy between certain ship 
owners and the Harbor Commission 
over pilotage may lead to litigation. 
The city ordinance exempts all steam- 
ers from pilotage having masters with 
pilot's licenses for this port. This is 
taken by some of the stearnship com- 
panies as an opportunity to employ 
their own pilots for vessels. .
